BioGen Power offers 
an olive branch as it 
gets plant go-ahead 
at the Barry docks 


A COMPANY that 
describes itself as 
the ‘UK’s fastest 
growing EfW - 
energy from waste 
- business’ has been 
granted permission 
to build a plant at 
Barry docks. 

More than 1,500 peo¬ 
ple had signed petitions 
in the town opposed to 
BioGen Power’s plans, 
but last Thursday, 
September 17, Vale 
councillors backed the 
proposal. 

BioGen says its focus 
is “on the production of 
green energy from 
waste, by building and 
operating small-scale 
advanced thermal treat¬ 
ment facilities, close to 
the source of waste”. 

The facility will be 
built off Atlantic Way in 
the docks area. The idea 
is to bum waste, reduc¬ 
ing trips to landfill, and 
create electricity which 
can be used locally. 

Mr Christian Reeve, 
BioGen’s chief executive 
officer, was delighted 
that councillors had 
backed the company. 

He told The GEM: 
“The decision in Barry 
was a significant one for 
the company as our pro¬ 
posals were heavily con¬ 
tested by nearby resi¬ 
dents and Friends of the 
Earth. 

“The quality of the 
application, together 
with the proven nature 
of our chosen Energos 
technology, enabled us 
to win over the hearts 
and minds of the plan¬ 
ning committee and the 
local business communi¬ 
ty alike. 

“We have once again 
chosen Energos world 
leading gasification tech¬ 
nology to provide a 
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carbon footprint.” 

The company pledged 
to set up a neighbour¬ 
hood consultative group 
so that local residents 
and interested parties are 
kept informed of 
progress. 

Mr Reeve said: “We 
understand the concerns 
of local people and we 
will be very clear and 
open with our plans for 
the energy recovery 
facility at Barry dock. 

“We want to work 
with local people and all 
interested parties to 
ensure that concerns are 
put to rest and that Barry 
and the surrounding 
areas benefit from sensi¬ 
ble waste management, 
clean renewable energy 
generation and economic 
development that brings 
jobs.” 

BioGen says it hopes 
construction work will 
commence in early 2011 
and will be completed in 
early 2013. It points out 
that the work will repre¬ 
sent a £50million invest¬ 
ment in the town and 
will create hundreds of 
the jobs in the near 
future. 

Critics had claimed 
the plant would generate 
too much traffic and 
noise, along with 
unpleasant smells. 

Coun Jeffrey James, 
chairman of the planning 
committee, said: “After 
careful consideration of 
the facts relating to the 
proposal from Barry 
Energy Recovery Ltd for 
a gasification waste for 
energy plant, the mem¬ 
bers of the planning 
committee decided to 
grant approval. 

“The application, 
which was recommend- 
green waste management ed to members for 


the UK including 
Newport and the Isle of 
Wight. 

“Following significant 
local objection, council¬ 
lors looked into this mat¬ 
ter very thoroughly, and 
while all were concerned 
at the representations 
received, the committee 
had to take into consid¬ 
eration the facts that 
none of the statutory 
consultees had raised 
any objections and all 
favoured granting 
approval.” 

Rob Thomas, head of 
planning and transporta¬ 
tion, added: “The report 
we presented to the com¬ 
mittee was comprehen¬ 
sive, running into nearly 
60 pages. 

“The members used 
every opportunity to 
avail themselves of the 
facts, which included a 
site visit and a technical 
presentation which was 
well-attended and where 
robust questions were 
asked of the technical 
officers, environmental 
health officers and plan¬ 
ning officers.” 

However, Castleland 
Labour councillor, Chris 


Elmore, said: “The result 
is extremely disappoint¬ 
ing. 

I would like to pay 
tribute to all the resi¬ 
dents who worked so 
hard in the campaign, be 
it door-knocking, deliv¬ 
ering leaflets, undertak¬ 
ing research, or sending 
e-mails. 

“I know many of 
them are deeply disap¬ 
pointed and angry at the 
12 members of the plan¬ 
ning committee who 
voted for the application. 

“This campaign was 
never about the idea of 
‘not in my back yard’; it 
was about not having it 
at all in the town. I 
would like to thank 
Friends of the Earth for 
all their work and I am 
waiting to hear what 
their next course of 
action will be.” 

He added: “As the 
ward councillors for 
Castleland, Pamela 
Drake and I will be 
working now to make 
sure that residents are 
kept informed. 

“I know that Bio Gen 
have already offered to 
work with residents and 
it is our job to make sure 
they do. The whole 
result is bitterly disap¬ 
pointing.”

A Vale Council spokeswoman 
said: “The enhanced highway will 
create new development opportu¬ 
nities within the Innovation 
Quarter. 

“This includes providing the 
access required to create a two- 
acre development plot north of 
Hood Road for a new medical 
centre (due on site during 2010). 

“It will also provide improved 
access to a two-acre development 
plot (The Triangle) in front of the 
Hydraulic Pumphouse overlook¬ 
ing the No.l Dock. 

“Existing enterprises in the 
quarter should also benefit from 
the improved access.” 

The highway contract has been 
let to Opco by Matrix Medical, 
the medical centre developer, and 
the new road, cycleways and foot¬ 


ways will be retained by the Vale 
Council. 

Funding for the highway 
scheme is coming from the coun¬ 
cil, the Welsh Assembly 
Government and Matrix Medical. 

The Vale Council Leader, 
Gordon Kemp, said: “I greatly 
welcome the news of this impor¬ 
tant highway project which is set 
to stimulate a number of regener¬ 
ation benefits for the area.” 

Coun Chris Elmore, who rep¬ 
resents the Castleland ward, said:

BARRY Citizens’ Action 
Group has just published a 
new book entitled ‘The Lion’s 
Share’ which chronicles the 
battle to keep the Town Hall 
and Central Park at the heart 
of community use. 

The secretary of BCAG, Dilys 
Colbourne, explained: “The book 
would be of interest to anyone who 
wants to know more about the history 
of Barry. 

“We wrote The Lion’s Share 
because people can so easily forget 
about the battles that went on from 
1985 to preserve the Town Hall and 
Central Park area so it could be used 
by local people.” 

In the late 1980s there was the 
threat that the location could have 
been commercially developed. If his¬ 
tory had been different, King Square 
could have had offices and shop units 
rather than the preserved Town Hall 
and new County Library. 

“It was because of the threat of 
development that the bowling green 
was removed from Central Park and 
relocated at Gladstone Gardens,” said 
Dilys. 

“It wasn’t until 2001 that the action 
group believed the location was safe.

She added: “I would also like to 
express my thanks to our subpostmas¬ 
ter, Mike Davies, for more than 20 
years’ dedicated service to the com¬ 
munity. 

“We wish him all the best and hope 
he has a happy and successful retire¬ 
ment.” 

The Post Office pointed out that the 
nearest alternative branches were at 
Wood Street and Glebe Street. 

Regional Plaid AM Chris Franks 
told The GEM he hoped that local peo¬ 
ple would not find the closure too 
inconvenient, but added: “I am wor¬ 
ried about the time it will take to 
replace the Stanwell Road branch. 

“Elderly and young families rely on 
post offices being close to them. If 
anyone has any problems, they should 
contact Consumer Focus, the national 
consumer organisation.”

‘Give small businesses 
a break’ - call by council 


The Vale Council is 
calling for the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government 
(WAG) to give 
small businesses “a 
holiday” from busi¬ 
ness rates. 

The council says it is 
concerned about the 
effect the credit crunch 
is having on Vale busi¬ 
nesses, particularly on 
the high street. 

The council cabinet 
member for economic 
development and 
regeneration, Coun 
Rhodri Traherne, said: 
“It is our view that in 
the current recession 
there should be at least 


a 12 month business 
rates holiday, not just a 
deferment, for small 
businesses with a rate¬ 
able value up to 
£6,500. The Welsh 
Assembly Government 
has the powers to do 
this right now. 


“The failure to tackle 
this issue is resulting in 
the slow but sure 
destruction of many 
small businesses, and 
particularly small busi¬ 
nesses on the high 
street. 

“I am becoming 


increasingly concerned 
that councils are being 
blamed for businesses 
failing as a result of 
high business rates 
when the solution lies 
with the Welsh 
Assembly

Young Mariners off 
to a cracking start 



AM’s concerns over new 
club vetting proposals 


PROPOSALS to 
make parents who 
volunteer with chil¬ 
dren’s clubs liable 
for vetting and reg¬ 
istration with a 
government agency 
have rung alarm 
bells with 
Conservative AM 
Alun Cairns. 

He told The GEM that 
he had been contacted 
by some Cub and Scout 
groups already, because 
parents play a key role 
in providing help and 
transport. 

He said: “I am asking 
organisations involved 
with children such as 
sports clubs, Brownies, 
Cubs - whatever, to get 


in touch and explain 
how they may be affect¬ 
ed and how the new 
rules would impinge on 
their activities. 

“I think we need to 
get a full picture of how 
these proposals would 
actually work out in the 
real world.” 

Mr Cairns said that 
everyone would support 
moves to prevent pae¬ 
dophiles from having 
access to children, but 
there was a danger that 
more than 11 million 
people would be forced 
to register with the 
Independent 
Safeguarding Authority 
or face criminal prosecu¬ 
tion and a fine. 

He said: “There must 
be some common sense 


introduced into this 
argument and I welcome 
the decision to carry out 
a further review of these 
recommendations. ’ ’ 

“If we can get some 
hard facts together from 
organisations that are at 
the sharp end, it could 
help to ensure that we do 
not end up with exces¬ 
sive controls which 
would deter people from 
volunteering with these 
organisations. 

“If that were to hap¬ 
pen, it would be the chil¬ 
dren themselves who 
would be the losers.”

Boy ‘critical’ after rescue 
makes good recovery 


CREWMEN from Barry 
Dock RNLI raced to the 
rescue after three boys were 
swept away by a riptide last 
Saturday (September 19). 

Gerry Adams, spokesman for 
Barry RNLI said: “Three boys 
were swimming in good sea condi¬ 
tions. One got into difficulty and 
the others tried to help. 

“Two managed to get ashore 
suffering with hypothermia.” 

Volunteers from the Barry 
Dock RNLI launched the Trent 
class lifeboat and its boarding boat 
to search the Whitmore Bay 


(Barry Island) area for the third 
boy, under the command of 
coxswain Hugh Davies. 

Mr Adams continued: “The boy 
was located by the lifeboat crew 
and was taken onto the RNLI 
boarding boat. 

“Dean Caldwell, an ambulance 
service technician, who is one of 
the RNLI volunteer crew mem¬ 
bers, went aboard to provide first 
aid. 

“The boy was transferred 
ashore, where RNLI lifeboat crew 
Dean Caldwell, Josh Brown and 
Dave Brooks continued to provide 
first aid until an RAF helicopter 


arrived with three paramedics on 
board.” 

The boy was airlifted to the 
University Hospital Wales, where 
he was reported to be in a critical 
condition. 

RNLI volunteers visited him in 
hospital on Tuesday and reported 
that he was making a full recovery. 

The two other boys were taken 
to hospital butwere later dis¬ 
charged. 

Gerry Adams added: “The 
RNLI is a volunteer organisation 
that relies on the public for fund¬ 
ing. A rescue such as this shows 
that the money is well spent.”

Concern over closure threat 
to council centres in the Vale 


PLANS are under 
consideration by 
the Vale Council to 
close their satellite 
offices in 
Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and 
Penarth. 

The offices are 
manned by cashiers who 
take council tax, rent 
and water rates as well 
as selling recycling bags. 
Residents would have to 
travel to Barry if the dis¬ 
trict offices are closed. 

Talks are under way 
at present with the 
unions about the job 
losses and ward council¬ 
lors are also to be con¬ 
sulted. 

The issue came up for 
discussion at Tuesday 
night’s meeting of 
Cowbridge Town 
Council. 

Coun Len Taylor said 
he was disturbed to hear 
that the council offices 
in Eastgate were likely 
to close. 

“They should consult 
this council before mak¬ 
ing a final decision. 
There is not only a 
cashier there but other 
services are also provid¬ 


ed. We should write 
immediately to the Vale 
asking them to consult 
us,” he insisted. 

Cabinet member Coun 
Geoff Cox said he would 
not comment, other than 
to say that no report on 
these proposals has yet 
gone to cabinet or been 
approved by them. 

Coun David Morris 
said that elderly people 
and others without trans¬ 


port would find it diffi¬ 
cult to travel to Barry. 

“This will be a disas¬ 
ter for people who come 
to Cowbridge to pay 
their council tax. We 
should make our dis¬ 
pleasure known.” 

Coun Marion Arnold 
said that the town coun¬ 
cil should oppose the 
closure vigorously and 
this was agreed. A letter 
will be sent to the Vale 


expressing this view and 
asking what alternative 
arrangements are being 
considered. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman confirmed 
that talks are underway 
into the proposals at 
present with staff and 
unions. 

A report will be 
placed before cabinet 
once the consultations 
are over. 


Cowbridge loyalty card 
for shoppers on track 


THE loyalty card scheme 
planned for Cowbridge is on 
track and may be formally 
launched in October. 

The card is being set up by the 
Cowbridge Chamber of Trade and is 
designed to encourage people to shop 
in the town by offering cardholders 
discounts and other incentives. 

The chamber has already decided 
that the cards will cost £5 each and 
will be sold online through the 
Cowbridge.co.uk website with pay¬ 
ment through PayPal. 

They will be promoted by local 
schools, which will each receive £2 
for each from the fee for their own 
funds. The rest will go towards cover¬ 


ing the running costs and administra¬ 
tion. 

Each participating business will 
decide on its own discounts - there 
will be no blanket incentives. Details 
of what each business is doing will be 
on the website. All participating shops 
and businesses will have stickers and 
signs for their windows. 

Only fully paid-up members of the 
Chamber of Trade will be able to take 
part. 

The scheme will be launched at a 
special event attended by head teach¬ 
ers, PTA chairs and traders. The 
scheme will also build up a database 
of customers who shop locally and 
who can be contacted by e-mail.

The Mayoress with 
Basil Watkins. 
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Mendes’ low-key, offbeat 
comedy is a touching watch 


D espite hav¬ 
ing only 
helmed five 
films (and, I hasten 
to add, numerous 
stage plays), Sam 
Mendes’ work has 
had more than the 
faint whiff of being 
skewed towards the 
awards season. 

That isn’t a criticism by 
any means, the British 
director having made the 
excellent American 
Beauty, the superb yet 
underrated Road to 
Perdition, the well-inten¬ 
tioned but lacking 
Jarhead, and the bleakly 
captivating Revolutionary 
Road. 

What all those films 
had in common, particu¬ 
larly the latter three, was 
their air of austerity that 
made them feel more cal¬ 
culated than they actually 
were. 

Consciously or not, 
Mendes’ fifth, and latest, 
film sees him essay a film 
with a more independent 
aesthetic than his previous 
work. 

In Away We Go, John 
Krasin s ki and Maya 
Rudolph play Burt and 
Verona, a couple expect¬ 
ing a child who, after 
Burt’s parents i nf orm 
them they are moving to 
Antwerp, decide that they 
needn’t be tied down and 
go round America looking 
for the ideal place to raise 
their child. 

Along the way, they 
meet many different peo¬ 
ple who help shape their 
attitudes to where home 
actually is, and the pres¬ 
sures and joys of starting a 
family... 

Given how dramatic 
and stylish his previous 
works have been, Away 
We Go marks a radical 


departure for Sam 
Mendes, to the degree 
where if his name had 
been left off the credits, he 
would have been the last 
person I would have asso¬ 
ciated with this film. 

Gone are the stylishly- 
polished visuals and dark, 
underlying themes, and in 
comes a film where the 
visuals have a raw beauty 
- with a story that is any¬ 
thing but dark, preferring 
to be uplifting and affirm¬ 
ing. 

Not only does this 
allow Mendes to show 
there is more in his locker, 
but it also frees him to 
create a work that is 
raggedly comedic and 
hugely watchable. 

While Mendes has sac¬ 
rificed intricate set-ups 
and wonderfully con¬ 
structed cinematography 
for something far more 
immediate and real, it’s to 
the benefit of the film, the 
road movie nature of the 
storyline blending well 
with Mendes’ low-key 
look. 

While it does smack 
ever so slightly of the 
visual approach taken by 
the raft of independently- 
made, dysfunctional fami¬ 
ly films that have sprouted 
in the last few years, it is 
to Mendes’ credit that he 
balances this out with 
some gorgeous flourishes, 
adding a bit more quality 
and depth to the mix. 

The screenplay, written 
by Dave Eggers and 
Vendela Vida, may be a 
touch episodic, but does 
lend itself to the nature of 
the story, while they man¬ 
age to mine a neat line in 
offbeat and peculiar char¬ 
acters. 

Sketching a story that 
offers little in the way of 
moralising, preferring to 
concentrate on the very 
real issues of finding your 


place in society and the 
world, and the issues that 
arise from that, the pair 
create a script that may 
feel a touch lacking in 
terms of dramatic thrust, 
devoid of any real conflict 
issues, but makes up for it 
with some moments of 
high comedy and tragedy. 

The balance may not sit 
perfectly together, but it is 
certainly a script that 
gives the talented cast 
enough meat to get their 
teeth into - without it 
becoming too heavy. 

The performances are, 
by and large, hugely 
attuned to the nature of 
the story. In the leads, 
both John Krasinski and 
Maya Rudolph are superb 
as the totally devoted cou¬ 
ple trying to ascertain just 
where and what they 
should be doing. 

Krasinski is hugely 
likeable as Burt, convey¬ 
ing a nuanced and relaxed 
turn without cruising on 
autopilot, and shows a 
sure hand with both the 
comedic and the more 
serious turns of the narra¬ 
tive. 

Saturday Night Live 
star Rudolph is a real rev¬ 
elation here, having only 
plied her trade on the big 
screen in lacklustre efforts 
like Idiocracy and Our 
House. 

Showing her flair for 
comedy, but tethering it to 
a turn that requires more, 
Rudolph is absolutely 
wonderful, her chemistry 
with Krasinski creating a 
couple you can’t help but 
like. 

The film revolves 
around the two characters 
for most of the film, but a 
supporting cast of actors 
deliver memorably slight 
turns, including Alison 
Janney as a parent seem¬ 
ingly devoid of any real 
parenting skills and

earth mother with an aver¬ 
sion to using a stroller. 

Chris Messina and 
Melanie Lynskey provide 
the most heartbreaking 
turns as a happy couple 
with issues lurking below 
the surface. 

The more cynical may 
point to the film’s overly 
‘twee’ and whimsical 
nature, and how it can feel 
a touch preachy in parts, 
slightly heavy-handedly 
labouring the point that 
home is where the heart is 
and you can only be true 
to yourself. 

The less cynical, how¬ 
ever, will find this a pleas¬ 
ing way to spend 98 min¬ 
utes of your time, in a 
slight, but ever so like¬ 
able, film. 

VERDICT-A low- 
key, and slightly offbeat, 
delight, Away We Go is a 
beautifully crafted film, 
with Sam Mendes’ direc¬ 
tion an unexpected 
delight. 

Winning performances 
from the cast add to the 
film’s charm, and create a 
likeably charming piece of 
work. 

Highly recommended.

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THE ARMY’S WAR - AREA’S ROLE IN 
THE FIGHT AGAINST THE WEHRMACHT 


by Dr JONATHAN HICKS 


THIS weekS article 
was made possible by 
GEM readers who 
contacted me with 
information on rela¬ 
tives who took part 
in the battle against 
the German ground 
forces during the 
Second World War, 
which began 70 
years ago next 
month. 

AVID 

RENDELL of 
Phyllis 
Street, Barry Island 
was called up on 
May 30,1940. By 
December 1941 he 
was in North 
Africa, fighting 
against Rommel’s 
famous Afrika 
Korps. 

Serving with the 1st 
Armoured Division 
Support Group, he 
described conditions in 
the Western Desert: 

“One week elapsed and 
then our water started to 
get short. 

“Nobody washed, 
shaved or drank for 
days, then we decided to 
use it only for drinking. 
In three weeks we were 
looking like prehistoric 
men with our beards. 
Still, we didn’t mind, as 
Jerry was on the run - or 
so we thought. 

“Then we saw action 
all right. Every day Jerry 
and the Italians bombed 
and machine-gunned us 
and on the third day two 
of my pals were killed. 

“Well, suddenly Jerry 
pushed us back to El 
Aden and during that 
push our company was 
supplying the tanks that 
were fighting a rear¬ 
guard action and some¬ 
times we turned 
infantrymen with them. 

“Eventually, we got to 
Tobruk and then the hell 
started all over again. 

The company was 
detailed to supply 
columns that went out to 
ferret Jerry, and we 


always came back with 
men lost and wounded. 
Soon supplies were short 
and we were ordered to 
surrender. This was my 
first stage as a prisoner 
of war.” 

David Rendell 
remained in German 
captivity for almost 
three years, finally 
returning home on May 
14, 1945. 

Sapper Alec Close of 
the 73rd Field Company 
of the Royal Engineers 
was 24 years of age 
when he was killed 10 
days after D-Day on 
June 16, 1944. 

He had landed on 
Gold Beach on D-Day 
as a member of a beach 
obstacle clearing party. 
They landed close to Le 
Hamel sea wall at 
7.30am and came under 
immediate and intense 
fire from machine guns 
sited in strong points in 
the village. 

Separated from his 
comrades, many of them 
wounded, he proceeded 
to destroy the metal and 
concrete obstacles alone. 
His great courage and 
initiative at this critical 
moment inspired confi¬ 
dence in his comrades. 

He carried out his 
work coolly and rapidly 
until relieved by another 
party. 

For his bravery, Alec 
Close was awarded the 
Military Medal. 

Lance Corporal 
Douglas Allison of 
Trinity Street was 
awarded the Military 
Medal in July 1943. 

Serving with the 
County of London 
Yeomanry, he was the 
75mm gunner in a Grant 
tank when a round 
became stuck in the gun 
and at the same time the 
inter-communication 
within the tank was put 
out of action. 

Despite intense shell¬ 
fire he got out of the 
tank, cleared the 
jammed round and then 
continued to fire by his 
own observations. He 
had already destroyed 
many enemy tanks pre¬ 


viously. Promoted to 
corporal, he was educat¬ 
ed at High Street School 
where he received a 
watch for seven years’ 
unbroken attendance. He 
was captured by the 
Germans in Normandy 
in July the following 
year. 

Another Military 
Medal winner was 
Lance Sergeant George 
Clark of Windsor Road. 
He was serving with the 
Royal Artillery at the 
Anzio beachhead in 
Italy. 

During the breakout, 
his battery was support¬ 
ing an infantry attack on 
fortified hills north of 
Ardes. 

He was ordered to 
extend a signal line for¬ 
ward to the battalion 
headquarters. It was 
dark and there was no 
time for reconnaissance. 
He had no map but 
received a brief descrip¬ 
tion of the route from an 
officer. 

With a line party, he 
set off across no man’s 
land which was being 
shelled by the enemy. 
The line was cut several 
times but he repaired it, 
sometimes under 
machine gun fire. 

Ken Jones wrote to 
me recently to tell of his 
experiences as a tank 
driver with the 13/18th 
Royal Hussars in 
Germany in 1945. 

“We were to advance 
on Bremen and our 
reconnaissance troop 
had surveyed the area 
and given the all clear. 

“I was the co-driver 
of the lead Sherman tank 
and we had travelled 
some 500 metres 
towards the town when a 
German officer appeared 
from behind a camou¬ 
flaged position with a 
white flag. 

“Addressing my tank 
commander, Lieutenant 
Garlick, in perfect 
English he said: ‘There 
has been a 1,000- 
bomber raid on Dresden 
and thousands of civil¬ 
ians have been killed. 
This is not war! Sir,

RHOOSE life¬ 
guard, Eloise 
Neighbour (17), has 
paddled her way to 
the title of British 
Ocean Ski Series 
under-19 Ladies 
Champion 2009.

what is the point of any 
more loss of life? I have 
four 88mm anti-tank 
guns trained on you and 
could have wiped out 
your squadron (without 
doubt he could have as 
we tank crews dreaded 
the 88mm guns) and I 
can see Germany is los¬ 
ing the war, so why go 
on killing?’ 

“But for his common 
sense, I would not be 
writing this today.” 

Another Barrian serv¬ 
ing in a tank was not so 
fortunate. Thomas 
Howells of Kathleen 
Street was aged 22 when 
he died of wounds 
received in the fighting 
in Normandy. 

Serving with the 
Royal Tank Regiment, 
he had been called up in 
1942. Prior to this, he 
had been a clerical offi¬ 
cer in the Export Credit 
Department of the Civil 
Service in London. He 
had attended the County 
School and was a mem¬ 
ber of St Francis 
Church. 

Sergeant John 
Langworthy, also of the 
Royal Tank Regiment, 
Royal Armoured Corps, 
won the Military Medal 
while serving in the 
Western Desert in 1942. 
He was killed, aged 26, 
in February 1945 during 
the Battle of the 


44th Tank Regiment. 

Reichswald Forest on 
the border between 
Holland and Germany. 

An eyewitness 
described the fighting in 
the forest: “Dozens of 
tanks proceeding for¬ 
ward in lowest gear on a 
wide front through this 
dense forest of tall 
mature trees, crashing 
and smashing everything 
in their path. 

“The noise was 
beyond anything you 
had ever experienced, 
both for sheer volume 
and for terror. Try to 
picture it: dozens of 
tanks in close proximity, 
with engines screaming 
hard in the confined 
acoustic of dense forest, 
and the continuous ear- 
splitting cracks of trees 
being smashed to the 
ground by brute power. 

And the thought that 
you are, at long last, 
heading towards the 
enemy on his home 
ground, with unknown 
terrors ahead.” 

After a hard night’s 
fighting, his unit, the 
44th, had reached the 
railway line south west 
of Udem, complete with 
150 prisoners, and four 
self-propelled guns and 
two tanks destroyed to 
their credit. 

Their progress was 
slowed by the very 
boggy ground, which

was almost impossible 
for tanks, plus the fact 
there was only a gap of 
a few hundred yards 
between the anti-tank 
ditch round Udem and 
the thick woods. The lat¬ 
ter was full of infantry, 
with many Panzerfausts 
(German bazookas), 
who were supported by 
a few SPs, which ran all 
along the Brigade’s long 
open right flank. 

Three of the leading 
troop were destroyed by 
fire from a Jagdpanther 
on high ground to the 
east and heavy fire was 
encountered by a patrol 
of No 4 Troop, trying to 
recce the anti-tank ditch¬ 
es to the south east of 
Udem. 

Then, while support¬ 
ing the infantry to their 
objectives, the squadron 
lost five tanks to heavy 
shooting from the north 
and south west. John 
Langworthy was one of 
15,600 Allied casualties 
during the battle. 

Sgt Angus McIntyre 
was awarded the British 
Empire Medal in 
November 1944 for gal¬ 
lantry in India. 

Bom on Barry Island, 
he joined the Merchant 
Navy as a steward after 
leaving school and later 
worked at Rhoose 
Asbestos Works. 

At the start of the 
war, he volunteered for

terpart in Australia) they

Continuing downhill, 
they crossed a footbridge 
over a brook and 
emerged onto the lane 
by the Fountain Inn. 
Resisting the urge to 
stop for a cool drink, 
they continued along the

Anghidi River and enter¬ 
ing Ravensnest Wood.
